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The streets were gaily decorated with flags 
and banners, including inscriptions of welcome 
and respect. King Street was of course con- 
spicuously brilliant, and the lower part of 
Yongs Street looked extremely well. At the 
bead of Yon-e Street wharf, a triumph triple 
arch of evergreens was erected, with the word 
"welcome" emblazoned in evergreens on a 
scarlet ground.* And to eomplete.the scene; 
the windows of the houses throughout the line 
of march,and the side pavements, were throng- 
ed with spectators. Near the wharf, there 
was a perfrct mass of human being*, and the 
wooden sheds by the water side were covered 
with venturesome boys and men, who ia one 
instance fairly broke down a small building on 
the wharf, to the no email rnerriir.eat of the 
crowd. 

Towards two oVlock, the procession was 
formed according Io arrangement, at the City 
Hall, and proceeded rather irregularly to lite 
fool of Yonge Street, where it received great 
accessions to its numbers. The wharf was 
lined by the local force of Unrolled Pen- 
sioners under Ihe command of Col. Tulloch. 

At about half-past three o'clock, the &p> 
preach of the steamer " Canada" with the 
Governor General on board, was announced 
by the firing of cannon and the ringing of be'ls, 
and shortly after, His Kxcelleucy, Lady Head, 
family and suite, landed al Yonge Street wharf, 
amid the uproarious cheering of the assembled 
multitude. The Governor General occupied 
the first carriage, accompanied by His Worship 
the Mayor and His Excellency's Aides-de- 
Camps, U. Col. Irvine, and Mr. Helallick ; 
in the second were Lady llf-ad.andSir A. N. 
McNab ; the third wa* occupied by General 
Uc Holtenbur^h, Lt. Col. Denison, Captain 
Denison and Mr. McCutchenn in full Uni- 
form as Siaff Officers j in the four lb were the 
Hon Inspector-General and the younger mem- 
bers of His Kxcellcucy's family the Attor- 
ney-General, Ihe Ker.eiver-G'eneral, aud other 

.members of the Government fallowed. 

The procession, which wai ably marshalled 
by R. IV. * Di-nisoii, K*n., then formed and 
proceeded by Yonge and King Slreets to the 
St. Lawrance Hall. The various bodies who 
joined in it muvtered in great force, ami alto- 
getber it was an exceedingly iiupo>ing affair. 

King Street was lined wjih a dense mats of 
spectators, who cherred lustily ax i!> : corte-'c 
passed along. His Excellency acknowledging 
the compliment iu the most cordial manner. 
On arriving at the Hall, Hi's Kxcelleucy took 
his place on a raised plalfnrm at the south 
end, where he received a number of addresses, 
to which replies were made. — Colonist. '

to do what they cannot. 

Now for their " honesty," then wc will he 
better able to come at their political standtng 
in the country. Was it common honesty 
(hat induced the existing Adrninistratalion lo 
levy an inpoyt of three milions of dollars up- 
on the sturdy yeomanry and industrious 
mechanics of Upper Canada to pay rents for 
Lower Canada Agriculturists i Was it 
common honesty to give an old servant of 
Family Compaction a present ot 1500 of 
Crown Lands at the nominal figure of one dul- 
ling per acre ! while a demand of six nnd lev- 
en dollars per acre is made of an honest man 
who is desirous of making a home in the back 
woods 1* Was it common honesty to the 
voluntaries of Upper Canada— common hon. 
csty to their constituents, that induced them 
to thwart the expeclionsof a patient people in 
the manner in which they did, by fastening up- 
on the people of this Province forever, a slate 
paid church, though the intriguciring settle- 
ment of the Reserve Question ? was it hones- 
ty that induced them to hurry through Parlia- 
ment a Bill calculated to benefit some of 
their number, by forcing the Corporation of 
Hamilton to pay a Debenture, for which 
they had not received value! We might 
multiply case after case.but enough has al- 
ready been adduced, we are satisfied, to con- 
vince the most prejudiced. 

We khall now pass lo the third and last 
point which seems tosticksoleaaciously in tho 
crop of,our censor—the political « standing" 
of the Ministry. Jt will not be necessary 
for us to enter much into details to settle this 
point. Let us take the premier of that talen- 
ted Government. He was charged some lime 
by a public journal with being guilty of "cor- 
ruption!" Indignant at the accusation he in- 
stituted a criminal action against the publish- 
ers ; nnd last week the case came on at the 
Hamilton Assize Court for hearing. The Pre- 
mier, the Attorney-Genoa!, the Inspector 
General, Sec, were present. The case pro- 
ceeded*, and the different members -of iltf. 
government were put upon their oaths to swear 
to Ihe falsity of the charge, yet the Jury, on 
hearing the cvidence'for Ihe defence, actually 
disbelieved those oflieials on their oaths, ond 
the editors of the Banner am still at liberty 
to expose corruption in high places. Is not 
the standing of the ministry effected when they 
are unable to clear themselves of so definite 
u charge? Again, have we not sure indica- 
tions of the low esteem in which the ministry 
are held, by the manner in winch they were 
treated at the Brampton demonstration t In 
that place a Dinner was got up exclusively for 
their benefit— advertised in the organs aa a 
Ministerial feed, — yet strange to &ay, that 
Ministry were never " toasted ;" but were 
denounced by every speaker on the occasion. 
What does this argue 1 Anything fuvoiahle 
to their political standing? We think not: 
but speaks in unmistakable language pub- 
lie contempt and derision.

Now, if ono toll gate will 
collect $619 upon tho mere freight tralfic,which 
in not more than two-iliirdd that wouftl bo col- 
lected by other ways; and can thero boa doubl 
that thojamouut collected by the gato placed 
near Mount Albert would exceed mom than 
mm half ofiho sumeolleetod near Newmarket : 
if notlhen, the interest of the road bo $3175, 
instead of tho $G1G, or tho four per cent. 

In tho foregoing, I havo endeavored to show 
that (ho road, if built, would bo a paying con- 
cern ; but wbilo I have been trying to do ihia 
I havo failed to give expression (o iho general 
public feeling in IhW locality in reference to 
tho matter. The mind* of iho people are made 
up, with a determination to build this road 
through Sharon to Ncwmaibet, and no doubt 
ero long something will bo accomplished. 
What I havo written may have the effect of 
drawing Iho allenlion of other localities, more 
or less interested, and, perhaps stimulate lo 
united action in iho mailer. The work is one 
of public importance; and porhaps this gentle 
hint may load to something being dono.

ALUY COMBAT SEPTEMBER ?9. 
Tho " Jnvalido' Russe,". of October 9th, 
nays:— On tho 29lh K nt ihe break of day, the 
enemy left Eupatoria nith a considerable force 
of infantry, cavalry, ond artillery. Our corps 
of observation consisted of a regiment of 
lancers, and a battery of horse ortillery, un- 
der General do Korf, and at another, point a 
regiment of Lancers, cominandcjI.byGcncraf 
Tervelcriaky. These officers bad instructions 
to fall back, in cose of being attacked by a 
superior force. This manrerer was success- 
fully .executed by GciterU.1 Tcrvelensky t but 
General Korf, having lost sight of tho cne- j 
my, who were following in pursuit <of Tervel- 
ensky's Lancers, come lo a, halt, caused his 
men to dismount, and neglected to place lus 
vidoth In proper order, and nl the necessary 
distance from hts position. 1 The consequence 
was that a great part of the enemy's cavalry, 
amounting to between 2,000 and 3.000 men. 
in making a quick turn to (be right, appeared 
suddenly nn General Korf's rear add on 
his right flank, nnd he had neither time 'to get 
his force in order, rtor to prepare for a coin- 
hat. Tho Regiment of Lancers was compell- 
ed lo scatter themselves, and lo fall back In 
fipjilin^. Six'picces of hnr*c artillery opened 

their lire as toon as the enemy appeared, but 
that caused them to loose' the opportune 
movement; and lliey were surrounded nnd cap. 
lured. Two oilier guns, which had not fired, 
were saved by llie speed with which they 
were carried off. Our loss consists of one 
hundred nnd fifty Liuccrs, a subaltern officer, 
llio sl^c guns, and soma of the gunners.

. Jt i* on ihe left shore, on the tongue of *and 
formed by the alluvial deposits of the two liv- 
ers tliat the citadel of Kinburn is built, com- 
manding (be passage much nearer, as its gun* 
act both outside and inside ; constitutes in a 
word the sole defence of the mouth of the 
Dnieper. 

The citadel of Kinburn is a born work of 
masonry, wilh earthen parapets, surrounded by 
a mosque wherever is it not washed by (he sea, 
containing barracks nnd other buildings, the 
roofs and chimneys of which are risible above 
the rampart.

Kinburn has the war flag aw ays flyin", .the 
sigh of armament, and contains a garrison of 
2,000 m>n, not including the military colonists 
spilled outside, in a village regn'arly built, to 
the south, and within range of the fort guns. 
Two fresh batteries were lately erected to the 
north-west of the fortress.

which excluded newspapers intended for this 
country'frbm the ordinary British mails brought 
by the direct route through the United States, 
unless the American transit penny (for . which 
the Imperial post office is accountable to 
Washington) was pre-paid in England in ad* 
dition to the regular penny British Postal 
rate, takes the opportunity to explain, that 
from, this time forward, when newspapers are 
posted in the United Kingdom for Canada, the 
British Post office will only require and take 
prepayment of the penny postal rate, (which 
in levied in England on all papers sen! abroad 
and that the transit penny due to the United 
States on papers for Canada coming over the 
American territory, will bo left to be collected 
as formerly from the receiver of the paper in 
Canada, 

Postmasters willlhercfore bear in mind that 
the United Slates transit penny cannot in fu- 
ture he prepaid in England, and there can be 
no exception to ihe obligation of Ihe Post-of- 
fice to collect it hero on delivering a paper re- 
ceived via Ihe United Slates from England. 

The transet postage thus nccrueing upon 
British News papers must be charged by for- 
warding Post-offices in Canada in their Letter 
Bills upon the delivering Postmasters. 

Postmasters should suggest to parlies in the 
habit of receiving papers from tho United 
Kingdom the propriety of warning their cor- 
rrspendentsnt hoinn not to put" via Halifax" 
on their paper*, for such an additional to the 

addrcM will atpnse llie potter to n delay of 

several weeks in course of lransmi>sion, au:l 
mmoier to considerable risk of entire failure.
